Nee was neuer any thing by the wit of man d 
well deniſed, or ſo ſure ritabbſhed, which in con- 
tiuuance of time hath ut bene corrupted: as Ca- 
mon other thinvi) it m plainely appeare by the 
(ommon prayers iu the ( hurch, commonly called 
Dinin» ſeruice. The firft Origma and grounde 
where: f, if a man would ſearch out by the aunci- 
ent fathers , he ſhall fue thai the ſame was not ordeined , but of 4 
good purpoſe, and for a great ad auc e of godlmes. For they ſo 
ordered the matter, that all the whole Pible (or the greateft pars 
thereof) ſaniild be read oucr once in the yeere , intending thereby 
that the ( leargie, and ſpecially ſuch as were Minifters of the ( on- 
egation, ſhould by often reading and meduation of Gods worde, be 
red vp 10 godlines themſelues, and be more able to ex hort other 
by wholeſome doctrine, and to conſute them that were aclucr ſaries ta 
the truet h. Aud farther, that the people , Ly dayly hearing of holy 
Scripture read in the Church , ſhould contiuually profite move aud 
more in the knowledge of God, aud be the more inflamed with the 
loue of his true religion. But theſe many yeeres paſſed , thu godly 
and detent order of the auncient fathers hath bene fo altered, broken, 
end neglefted by planting iu vucerteine ories, legendes, reſpandes, 
verſes , vaine repetitions , commemorations, and ſjnodalles , that 
commonly when any booke of the Bille was begun, before three or 
ure Chapters were read out, all the reft were vareed, And in this 
fort the booke of ᷑ ſai was begun in Aducnt, and the booke of Ge- 
weſis in Septuareſima : but they were onely begun, and ncuer read 
#hrough. Aſter a like ſort were other bookes of holy Scripture vs 
fed. And moreourr, whereas Saint Paul would haue ſuch language 
own to the people in the (hurch, as they might vndertand , and 
ire by hearing the ſame: the ſeruire iu this (hurch of Eu- 
gland (theſe many yeeres) hath bene read in Latine to the ple 
1 they wnderftood not : ſo that they haue heard with their 
7 bi onely , and their heart, ſpirite and minde haue not bene elli- 
ereby. 

And furthermore not with ſandimꝑ that the ancient fathers haue 
denided the Pſalms into ſeuen portions , whereof euery one was 
Called a Nocturne: nowe of late time a fewe of them haue bene day- 
de, aud oft repeated, and the reft vtterly omitted. 

Moreouer the momber and hardneſſe of the rules called the Pye,

For this cauſe be cut off 
Anthemes,Reſpondes, Juuitato» les, & ſuch like things as did breake

When the ruler of the feaſt had taſted the water turned in» 
to wine,and knew not whence it was, (but the miniſters which 
drewe the water knewe)he called the bridegrome,and ſayd vn- 
to him, Every man at the beginning doeth ſet forth good wine, 
and when men be drunke, then that which 1s worſe: but thou 
haſt kept the good wine vntill nowe. This beginning of mira- 
cles did le ſus in Cana of Galilee, and ſhewed his glory, aud his 
diſciples beleeued on him.

Luke tr. 17 was caſting out a deuil that was dambe. And when hee 
had caſt out the deuil, the dumbe ſpake, and the people won 
dered,but ſome of them ſaid, He caſteth out deuils through Be- 
elzebub the chieſe of the deuils. And other tempted him, and 
required of him a ſigne from heauen. But hee, knowing their 
thoughtes,ſaid ynto them, Fuery kingdome diuided againſt ie 
ſelfe,is deſolate,and one houſe doeth fall vpon another. If Satan 
alſo be diuided againſt himſelfe, howe ſhall his kingdome en- 
dure? Becauſe ye lay I caſt out devils through Beelzebub.1f I by 
the helpe of Beelzebub caft out deuils,by whole helpe do your 
children caſt them out*Therefore ſhal they be your iudges. But 
if I by the finger of God caſt out deuils,no doubt the kingdome 
of God is come ypon you. When a ſtrong man armed watcheth 
his houſe, the things that he potſeſſeth ate in peace: but when a 
ſtronger then he commeth vpon him, and ouercommeth him, he 
taketh from him all his harneſſe ( wherein he truſted) and deui- 
deth his goods, He that is not with me, is againſt me: and he 
that gathereth not with mee, ſcattereth abroad. When the vn- 
cleane ſpiritis gone out of a man, he walketh through drie pla- 
ces, ſceking reſt: and whe he findeth none, he ſaith, lwil teturne 
againe into my houſe whece I came out. And when he cometh, 
he ſindeth it (wept and garniſhed, Then goeth he, and taketh to 
him ſeuen other ſpirics worſe then himſelſe, and they enter iu, 
and dwel there: and the ende of that man is worſe then the be · 
ginning. And it fortuned, that as he ſpake theſe thinges, a cer · 
taine woman of the companie lift vp her voyce, and ſaide vnto 
him, Happie is the wombe that bare thee, and the pappes which 
gauethee ſucke, But he ſaid, Vea, happie ate they that heate the

Aud 
Faſter(a feaſt of the lewes) was nigh. Whe leſus then lift vp his 
eyes, and ſawa great company come vnto him, he ſaid vnto Phi- 
lip,Whece ſhal we buy dread ghar theſe may eate? This he ſaid 
to proue him, for he himſelſe knewwhat he would do. Philip an- 
ſwered him,Two hundreth peniworth of bread are not ſuſſicit᷑t 
for them, that euery man may take a litle. One of his diſciples 
(Andrewe Simon Peters brother) ſaith vnto bim, There is a lad 
which hath ſiue barly loaues & :wo fiſhes, but what are they a- 
mong ſo manyꝰ And Ieſus ſaid, Make the people fit do wu. There 
was much graſſe in the place. So the men ſate done, in number 
about ſiue thouſand, And Ieſus tooke the bread,& when he had 
given thankes, he gaue to the diſciples, & the diſciples to them 
that were ſet downe, and likewiſe of the fſhes,as much as they 
would. When they had eaten ynough, he ſaid vnto bis diſciples, 
Gather vp the broken meate which remaineth, that nothing bs 
loſt. And they gathered it together, and filled twelue baskets 
with the broken meate of the ſiue barly loaues, which broken 
meate remained vnto them that had eaten. Then thoſe men 
(when they had ſeene the miracle that leſus did)ſaid, This is of 
a uuezh the ſame Prophet that 11 come luto the world.

W Hich oſ you can rebuke mee of ſinne ? If I ſay the trueth, 
why doe ye not beleeue mee? He that is of God, hearerh 
Gods wordes: Ye therefore heate them not, becauſe ye are not 
of God. Then anſwered the lewes, and ſaide vnto him, Say we 
not well, that thou att a Samaritane, and haſt the devil? leſus 
anſwered, I haue not the deuil: but 1 honour my father, and ye 
haue diſhonoured me.1 ſee ke not mine owne praiſe,there is one 
chat ſeekerh,and iudgeth.

Your father Abraham was glad to ſee my day : and hee ſawe ir, 
andreioyced.

Nd it came to paſſe, when — had finiſhed all theſe ſay · Matth. 26. 
ings, hee ſaide vnto his diſciples, Ve knowe that aſter two 
dayes ſhalbe Eaſter, & the ſonne of man ſhalbe delivered ouer 
to be crucified. Then aſſembled together the chieſe Prieſtes, 
and the Scribes, and the Elders of the people, vnto the palace 
of the high Prieſt(which was called Cajaphas) & helde a coun- 
ſel, that they might rake leſus by ſubtiltie, and kil him. But they 
ſaide, Not on the holy day, leaſt there be an vprore among the 
le. When leſus was in Bethanie, in the houſe of Simon the 
petthere came vnto him a woman, hauing an Alabaſter boxe 
of precious oyntment, & powred it on his head as he ſate at the 
board, But when his diſciples ſaw it, they had indignation,ſay. 

ing, Whereto ſerueth this waſte > This oyntment might haug - 

bene wel ſold, and giuen to the poore, When Ieſus vnderſtood 
that, hee ſaide vnto them, Why trouble ye the woman? For ihe 
hath wrought a good worke ypon me: For ye haue the poore al- 
wares & you, but me ye ſhall not haue alwayes. And in that ſhe 
hath caſt this oyntment on my body, ſhe did it to burie me. Ve- 
rely I fay vnto you, Whereſveuer this Goſpel ſhalbe preached 
in all the world, there ſhal alſo this be told that ſhe hath done, 
for a memoriall of her. Then ore of the twelue (which was cal- 

led ludas Iſcarĩot) went vnto the chiefe Prieſtes, and ſaid vnto 

them, What wil ye give me, & . will deliger him vnto you? =

they appointed vnto him thirtie pieces of filuer. And from that 
time forth be ſought opportunitie to betray him. The firſt day 
of ſweete bread, the Diſciples came to leſus, ſaying to him, 
Where wilt thou that we prepare for thee to eate the Paſſe. 
ouer? And he ſaid, Go into the citie to ſuch a man, and ſay vnto 
bim, The Maſter ſaith, My time is at hand, i will keepe my Eafter 
dy thee with my diſciples. Ard the diſciples did as Ieſus bad 
appointed them, and they made readie the Paſſeoner,Whenthe 
euen was come, he ſate downe with the twelue.And as they did 
eate,he ſaid, Verely 1 ſay vnto you, that one of you ſhall betray 
me. And they were exceeding ſorowfull,and began enery one of 
them to ſay vnto him, Lords it 1? He anſwered, and ſaide, He 
that dippeth his hand with me in the diſh,the ſame thall betray 
me. The ſonne of man truely goeth as it is written of him: but 

wo vnto that man by whome the ſonne of man is betrayed : It 

had bene good for that man if he had not bene borne, Then lu - 

das which betrayed bim, auſwered, and ſaide, Maſter, is it 1 He 
ſaid vnto him, Thou haſt ſaid. And when they were eating, Ieſus 

tooke bread, and when he had giuen thankes, he brake it, and 

gaue it tothe Diſciples, and ſaid, Take, eate, this is my bodie, 

And he tooke the cup, and thanked,and gaue it to them, ſaying, 

Drinke ye all of this, ſot this is my blood which is of the ne we 

Te ſtament) that is ſhed for many for the remiſaiõ of ſinnes. But 

I ſay vnto you, l wil not drinke hencefoorth of this ſruite of the 

vine tree, vntil that day when [ ſhall drinke it ne we with you in 

my fathers kingdome. And when they had ſaid grace, they went 

out vnto mount Oliuete.Then ſaid leſus vnto them, All ye ſhall 

be offended becauſe of me this night: For it is written, I will 

ſmite the ſhepheatd, and the ſheepe of the flocke {hall be ſcat- 

tered abroad, but aſter I am riſen againe, I will goe before you 

into Galilee. Peter anſwered,and ſaid vnto him, Though all men 

be offended becauſe ofthee,yer wil I not be offended.leſus aid 

vnto him, VYerely I ſay vnto thee, that in this ſawe night, before 

the cocke crow, thou ſhalt denie me thriſe,Peter ſaid vnto him, 

Vea though I ſhould die with thee, yet will 1 not denie thee, 

Likewiſe alſo ſaid all the diſciples, Then came Ieſus witch them 

vnto a farme place ( which is called Gethſemane) and faid vnto 
the diſciples, Sit ye here while I goe and pray yonder. And he 

tooke with him Peter, and the two ſonnes of Zebedee, and be- 
gan to waxe ſorowfull and heauie. Then ſaid leſus vnto them, 

My ſoule is heauie, euen vato the death: tarie ye here. and watch 

with me. And be went a litle further, and fel flat on his face, and 

rayed,ſaying,O my Father, if it be poſsible. let this cuppe paſſe 

© me: Neuertheles, not as I wil. but as thou wilt. And he came 
vnto the diſciples, and found them aſle epe, and ſaid vnto Peter, 
What, could ye not watch vy me one houre? Watch & pray, that

er not into temptation : The ſpirit is willing, but the Reſh is 
ake,He went away once againe,and prayed, ſaying, O my ſa- 
her,if this cuppe may not paſſe away ſrom me, except I drinke 
it, thy will be fulfilled. And he came and found them aſleepe 
gaine, for their eyes were heauie. And he left them, and went 
aine, & prayed the third time, ſaying the ſame wardes, Then 
pmmeth he to his diſciples, and ſaide vnto them, Sleepe on 
we, and take your reft. Beholde,the houre is at hand, and the 
onne of man is betrayed into the hands of ſinners: Riſe let vs 
de going, beholde, he is at band that doeth betray me. While 
je yet ſpake, loe, Iudas one of the number of the twelue, came, 
nd with him a great multitude with ſwordes and ſtaues, ſent 
rom the chiefe Prieſtes and Elders of the people. But be that 
dettayed him, gaue them a token, ſaying, Whomſocuer 1 kiſſe, 
ie ame is he, hold him faſt And foorthwith he came to Teſus, 
nd ſaid, Haile maſter,and kiſſed him. And Ieſas ſaid vnto him, 
Friend, wherefore art thou come ? Then came they, and layde 
jands on Leſus,and tooke him. And behold,one of them which 
re with leſus, ſtretched out his hand, and drewe his tworde, 
and ſtrooke a ſeruant of the high Prieſt,and ſmote off his eare, 
hen aid Teſus vnto him, Put vp thy ſword intothe ſheath: for 
all they that take the ſword, ſhall periſh with the ſword. Thio- 
eſt thou that I cannot nowe pray to my father, and he ſhall 
ine me euen nowe more then twelue legions of Angels? But 
howe then ſhall the Scriptues be fulfilled ? for thus muſt it be. 
Ia that ſame houre ſaid leſus to the multitude, Ye be come out 
$it were to a thiefe,with ſwordes and ftaues for ro rake me. 
fate dayly with you teaching inthe Temple, and ye tooke me 
not. But all this was done, that the Scriprures of the Prophets 
might be fulfilled. Then all the diſciples for ſooke him, and 
Aud they tooke Ieſus ,and led him to Caiaphas the high 
Prieft, where the Scribes and the Elders were aſſembled. But 
deter folowed him a ſarre off, vnto the high Prieſtes palace, 
and went in, & ſate with the ſeruauts,to ſee the ende. The chiefe 
Prieftes and Elders, and all the connſell ſought falſe witneſſe 
aainſt le ſus, to put him to death, but ſound none : yea, when 
nany falſe witneſſes came, = founde they none. At the laſt 
ne two falſe witneſſes, and ſaid, This fellowe ſaid, I am able 
odeſtroy the Temple of God, and to builde it againe in thres 
es. And the chiete Prieſt aroſe, and ſaid vnto bim, anſweteſt 
hou nothing > Why doe theſe beare witneſſe againſt thee?But 
eſus helde his peace. And the chiefe Prieſt anſwered,and ſaid 
to him, I charge thee by the liuing God, that thou tell vs, 
hetber thou be Chriſt the ſonne of God. Teſus ſaide vnto him, 
ou haſt ſaid: Neuertheleſſe, I ſay vnto you, hereafter ſhall ye 
8 the Gage fm ſutug on che right hand of power, and 
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eommiĩng in the clondes of the skie. Then the high Prieſt rent 
his clothes, ſaying, Ne hath ſpoken blaſphemie,what neede we 
of any more witneſſes? Beholde, nowe ye haue heard his blaſ- 
phemie, what thinke ye? They anſwered,and ſaid, He is worthie 
to die. Ihen did they ſpit in his ſace,and buffered him with fiſts, 
And other ſmote him on the ſace with y palme of their bands, 
faying, Tell vs, thou Chriſt, who is he that ſmore thee? Perer 
ſate without in the court, and a damſell came to him, ſaying, 
Thou alſo waſt with Teſus of Galilee. Bu! hee denied before 
them all, ſaying, l wot not what thou ſaieſt When he was gone 
Out into the porch, another wench ſawe him , & ſaid vnto them 
that were there, This fellowe was alſo with Ieſus of Nazareth, 
And againe he denied with an othe , ſaying, I doe not know the 
man. After a while came vnto him they that ſtood by, and ſaide 
vnto Peter, Surely thon art even one of them, for thy ſpeache 
bewrayeth thee, Then began he to curſe and to ſweare that he 
knewe not the man. And immediatly the cocke crewe, And pe- 
ter remembied the worde of leſu,which ſaide vnto him, Beſort 
the cocke ctowe, thou ſhalt denie me thriſe: and he went out 
and wept bitterly.When tbe morning was come, all the chieſe 
Prieſts and Elders ofihe people held a counſell againſt Ieſus 
to put him to death, and. brought him bounde, and delivered 
him vnto Pontius Pilate Y deput ie. Then Iudas,which had be- 
trayed him(ſceing that he was condemned) repented himſelfe, 
and brought againe the thirtie plates of ſiluer to the chieſe 
Prieſts and Elders,ſaying,l haue ſinned, betraying the innocent 
blood. And they ſaid, What is that to vs? ſee thou to that. And 
he caſt downe the ſiluet plates in the temple, & departed, and 
went and hanged himſelfe, And the chiefe Prieſts tooke the fil- 
uerplates, and ſaide, It is not lawſull for to put them into the 
treaſurie, becauſe it is the price of blood. And they tooke coun- 
fell, and bought with them a potters field to burie ſtrangers in: 
Wherefore the field is called Acheldama, that is, The helde of 
blood, vntil this day. Then was fulfilled that which was ſpoken 
by leremie the Prophet, ſaying , And they tooke thirtie ſiluet 
plates, the price of him that was valued, whom they bought of 
the children of Iſrael, and gave them for the potters fielde, as 
the Lord appointed me. leſus ſtood before the Deputie, and the 
Deputie asked him, ſaying, Art thou the King ofthe Iewes?leſus 
ſaide vato him, Thou ſayeſt. And when he was accuſed of the 
chieſc Prieſtes and Elders, he anſwered nothing. Then ſaid p- 
late vnto him, Heareſt thou not howe many witneſſes they 1; 
againſt thee? And he anſwered him to neuer a word, inſomuc 
that the Deputie marueiled greatly. At that feaſt the Deputit 
was wont todeliner vnto y people a priſoner, who they would 
deſire. He had then a notable priſoner, called nn.

when they were gatheied together, Pilate aide, Whethet 

in ye that I gine looſe vnto you Barabbas, or Ieſus, which is 
led Chriſt? Ft he knewe that for enuie they had delivered

let looſe vnto you? They ſaid, Barabbas. Pilate ſaid vntothem, 
hat ſhall I doe then with leſus, which is called Chriſt? They 
l aid voto him, Let him be eruciſied. The Deputie ſaide, What 
ull hath he done?But they cried more,ſaying, Let him be cru- 
ihed. When Pilate ſawe that he coulde preuaile nothing, but 
bat more buſines was made, he tooke water , and waſhed his 
nds beſore the people, ſaying, I am innocent of the blood of 
vis iuſt perſon, ſee ye. Then anſwered all the people, and aide, 
is blood be on vs, and on our children. Then let he Barabbas 
poſe vnto them, & ſcourged leſus, & deliueted him to be cru- 
ified, Then the ſouldiers ofthe Deputie tooke leſus into the 
ymmon hall, and gathered vnto him all che companie, & they 
pped him, and put on him a purple robe, & platted a crowne 
thornes, aud put it vpon his head. & a reede iu his right hand, 
nd bowed the knee before him, and mocked him, ſaying, Haile 
ing ofthe lewes. And whe they had ſpit vpon him, they tooke 
he reede, and ſmote him on the head, and after that they had 
acked him, they tooke y robe off him againe, & put his owne 
aiment on him, and led him away to cruciſie him. And as they 
ame out, they found a man of Cyren (oamed Simon) him they 
npelled to beate his croſſe, And they came voto the place 
ich is called Golgotha, (that is to ſay) A place of dead mens 
ulles,and gaue him vineger mingled with gall, to drinke: And 

1 hee had taſted thereof, hee woulde not drinke. When 
hey had crucified him, they parted his garments, and did cafſt 
tes, that it might be fulfilled which was ſpoken by the Pro · 
t, They parted my garments among them, and vpon my ve - 
ire did they caſt lottes. And they ſate & watched him there, 
d ſer vp ouer his head the cauſe of his death written, 7h is 
eſus , the King of the ewes, Then were there two theeues cruei- 
I with him, one on the right hand, and another on the left, 
ey that paſſed by, reuiled him, wagging their heads, and ſay- 
vg, Thou that deſtroyedſt the Temple of God, and diddeſt 
ulld it in three dayes , ſave thy ſelfe: If thou be the Sonne of 
d,come downe from thecroſſe. Likewiſe alſo the high Prieſts 
locking him, with the Scribes aod Elders, ſaide, Hee ſaued o- 
» kimſelſe hee cannot ſaue, If hee be the King of 1 

: et 
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let him nowe come downe from the crofſe, and we will de. 
leeue him, He truſted in God, let him deliver him nowe ifhe 
will haue bim: For he ſaid, I am the ſonne of God. The theeuey 
alſo which were crucified with him, caſt the ſame in his teeth, 
From the ſixth houte was there darkeneſſe oner all the lande, 
vntill the ninth houre. And about the ninth houre Ieſus cryed 
with a loude voyce, ſaying, Eb, 66, Lonaſabachthani, that is to 
ſay, My God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken me? Some of 
them that ſtoode there. when they heard that, ſaide, This man 
eallerh for Elias. And traightway one of them rande, & too 
a ſponge, and when he had filled it full of vi r. he put it ona 
reede. and gaue him to drinke. Other ſaid, Let vs ſee whe 
ther Elias will come and deliuer him. Ieſus, when be had ctyed 
againe with a loude voyce, yeelded vp the ghoſt. And behold, 
the vaile ofthe Temple did rent in two partes from the topęe 
to the bottome , and the earth did quake, and the tones rent, 
and graues did open, and many bodies of Saintes which ſlept, 
atoſe, and went out of their graues aſter bis reſurreRion , and 
came into the holy Citie, and appeared vnto many. When rhe 
Centurivn, and they that were with him watching leſut, ſawe 
the earthquake, and thoſe things which bappened , they ſeared 
greatly, ſaying, Truely this was the ſonne of God, And 
women were there (beholding him a ſatre off) which followed 
Ieſus from Galilee, mini ſtring voto him: Among whiea wat 
Marie Magdalene, and Marie the mother of Iames and Ioſcs,

And when they bad ſaid grace, they went out to the mount C 
liver, And leſus ſayeth vnto them, All ye {hall be offended, be 
cauſe of me this night: For it is written, I will (mite the fhe 
heard, and the ſheepe ſhall be ſcattered: but after thatI am 
ſen againe, Iwill goe into Galilee before you. Peter ſaide vt 
him, And though all men be offended, yet will not I. And leſt 
ſayeth vato him. Verely I Gy voto thee , that this day, euen 
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is night, before the Cocke crowe twiſe, thou ſhalt denie me 
bree times. But be ſpake more vehemently, No, if I ſhould die 
ith thee, I will not denie thee.Likewiſe alſo ſaid they all. And 
hey came into a place which was named Gerh/emane, and be 
de to his Diſciples, Sit ye here, while I goe aſide and pray, 
he taketh with him Peter, and lames and lohn, and be. 
anne to waxe abaſhed, and to be in an agonie, and ſaide vnto 
em, My ſoule is heanie even vnto the death: tatie ye here, and 
atch, And he went foorth a litle, and fell downe flat on the 
unde, and prayed, that if it were poſsible the houte might 
afſe ſrom him.

And when the Centurion (which ſtood before him) ſawe 
that he ſo cried and gaue vp the ghoſt he ſayd, Truely, this man 
was the Sonne of God. Thete were allo women a good way off, 
beholding him: among whom was Marie Magdalene, and Ma- 
tie the mother of Iames the litle, and of loſes, and Marie Sa- 
lome(which alſo when he was in Galile, had followed him, and 
miniſtred vnto him)& many other women which came vp with 
him to Hietuſalem. And now when the euen was come(becanſe 
it was the day of preparing that goeth before the Sabboth) lo- 
ſeph of the citie of Arimathea, a noble counſeller , which alſo 
looked for the kingdome of Gad,came and went in boldly yn- 
to Pilate, and begged of bim the body of leſus.

Here as is a Teſtament, there muſt alſo (of neceſsitie) be un o 


the death of him that maketh the Teſtament, For the Te- 

ſtament taketh authoritie when men are dead: For it is yet of 
no value, as long as he that maketh the Teſtament, is aliue. For 
which cauſe alſo , neither the firſt Teſtament,was ordeined * 
withont blood. For when Moſes had declared all the com- 
mandements to all the people, according to the lawe, he tooke 
the blood of Calues, and of Goates, with water, and purple 
wooll,& hyſſope, and ſprinkled both the booke and all the peo- 
ple,ſaying, Thus is the blood of the Teftament,which God hath 
appointed vnto you. Moreouer, he ſprinckled the tabernacle 
with blood alſo, and all the miniſtring veſſels , and almoſt all 
things are by the law purged with blood, & without (heading 
of blood is no remiſsion, It is neede then that the ſimilitudes 
of heauenly things be purified with ſuch things: but that the 
heauenly things themſelues be purified with berter ſacrifices 
then are thoſe, For Chriſt is not entred into the holy places 
that are made with hads (which are ſimilitudes of true things) 
but is entred into very heauen, ſor to appeare now in the ſight 
of God for vs, not to offer himſelſe often, as y hie Prieft entreth 
into the holy place enery ygere w range blood:(ſor then muſt 
he haue often ſufired ſince y world began:)but now in the ende 
of y world hath he appeared once to pur ſinne to flight, by the 
offring vp of himſelſe. And as it is appointed vito all men that 
they | be Jn die, and then commeth the judgement; euen ſo 
Chriſt was once offred to take away the ſinnes of many, & vnto 
them that looke for him,ſhal he appeare againe without ſiuue, 
vnto ſaluation. The Gospel. 


He feaſt of ſweete bread drewe nigh, which is called Eaſter, Lake i 


and rhe hie Prieſts and Scribes ſought how they might kill 
him, for they feared the people. Then entred Satan into Judas, 
whoſe ſurname was Iſcariot, which was of the n:mber of the 
twelue,and he went his way, & communcd w:th the hie Prieſts 
and officers, how he might betray kim vnto them.and they were 
glad, and promiſed to giue him money. And hee conſented, 
and ſought opportunitie to betray lum vnto them, when the 
people were away. Then came the day of ſwecte bread, when 
of neceſsitie the Paſſeouer muſi be offered, And hee ſent Peter 
and lohn, ſayirg, Go and prepare vsthe paſſe uuer, that we may 
eate. They ſayde vnto him, Where wilt thou that we prepare? 
And he ſaid vnto them, Bel.old, a ye enter into the city, there 
ſhall a man meete you, bearing a pitcher of water, him follow 
into the ſame houſe that he eotreth in and ye ſliall ſay vnto the 
goodman of y houſe, The walter faith vnto thee, Where is the

heft chamber,where I ſhall eate the Paſſeouer with my diſci. 
ples? And he ſhal ſhew you a great parlor paued, there make 
ready. And they went & found as he had ſayd vnto them, & they 
made ready the Paſſeouer, And when the houre was come, hee 
fate downe, zud che twelue Apoſtles with him. And he ſaid vn- 
to them, I haue inwardly lefired tc eate this Paſſeouer with 
you before I ſuffer. For I ſay vnto you,henceforth will not eate 
of it any more, vntil it be fulfilled in the kingdome of God. And 
he tooke the cup, and gave thaakes,& ſaid, Lake this, & deuide 
& among you: For I ſay vato you, I will not drinke of the fruite 
of this Vine, vntil the kingdome of God come. And hee tooke 
bread & when he had ginen thankes,he brake it, and gaue vnto 
them,ſaying, This is my body,which is giuen foryou: This doe 
inthe remembrance of me. Likewiſe alſo when he had ſupped, 
he tooke the cup, ſaying, This cup is the new Teſtament in my 
blood, which is [hed for you: Yet beholde, the hand of him that 
betrayeth me, is with ine on the table. And truely the ſonne of 
man goeth as it is appointed: but woe vnto that man by whom 
he is betrayed. And they began to inquire among themſe lues, 
which ofchem it was that ſhould doe it. And there was aſtriſe 
among them. which of them ſhoulde ſeeme to be the greateſt, 
And he ſayd vnto them, The kings of nations reigne ouerthem, 
and they that haue authoritie ypon them, are called gracious: 
but ye ſhal not ſo be. But he that is greateſt among you, ſhalbe 
as the yonger,& he that is chieſe, ſhalhe as he that doeth mini- 
ſter. Fot whether is greater, he that ſitteth at meate, ot he that 
ſeruethꝰ Is not he that ſitteth at meate? But I am among you, at 
he that miniſtreth. Ye ate they which haue bidden with me in 
my teutations · & I appoint vnto you a kingdome, as my Father 
bathappointed to me, that ye may eate & drinke at my table in 
my kingdome, & fit on ſeates iudging the twelue tribes of Iſra- 
el. And the Lord ſaid, Simon, Simõ, behold, Satan hath deſited to 
ſift you as it were wheat, but I haue prayed for thee y thy faith 
faile not. And when thou art conuerted, ſtrengthen thy brethtẽ. 
And he ſaid vnto him, Lord, lam ready to go with thee into pri- 
ſon, & to death. And he ſaid, l tel thee Peter, Ihe cocke ſhal not 
crow this day, till thou haue demed thriſe that thou knoweſt 
me. And he ſaid voto them, When I ſent you without wallct, & 
ſcrip, and ſhoes, lacked ye any thing? And they ſayd, No. Then 
ſaid he vnto them, But now he that hath a wallet,let him take it 
and likewiſe his (crip, & he that hath no ſword, let him ſell 
bis coate, and bye one. For I ſay vnto you, that yet the ſame 
which is written, muſt be performed in me, Euen among the 
wicked was he reputed : for thoſe things which ate written of 
me, haue an end. And they ſaide, Lotde, beholde, here are two 
Swords. And he ſaid veto them, It is ynough,Aad he came out, & 
wept 
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wentfas he was wont)to mount Oliuete. And the diſciples fol. 
lowed him: and when he came to the place, be ſaid vnto them, 
pray, leaſt ye fall into tentation. And he gate himſelfe frõ them 
about a ſtones caſt. & kneeled down, & prayed,ſaying, Father,if 
thou wilt, remoue this cup from me:Neuertheleſſe,not my wil, 
but thine be fulfilled. And there appeared an Angel vnto him 
from heauen,comforting him. And hee was in an agonie, and 
rayed the longer & his ſweat was like droppes of blood, ttick- 
ling done to the ground And when he aroſe ſrom prayer, and 
vat come to his diſciples,he found them ſleeping for heauines, 
and he ſaid vnto them, Why ſleepe yeꝰRiſe, & pray, leſt ye fal in- 
to tentat ion. While he yet ſpake, beholde, there came a compa- 
nie, & he that was called ludas, one of the twelue, went before 
them, & preaſſed nigh vnto leſus, to k iſſe him But leſus ſaid vn- 
to him, ludas, betrayeſt thou the ſonne of mi with a kiſſe? WhE 
they which were about him,ſaw what would followe, they ſaid 
vnto him, Lord, ſhal we ſmite with the word? And one of them 
ſmote a ſeruant of the hie Prieſts, & ſtrooke off his right eare. 
leſus anſwered, and ſayde, Suffer yee thus farre foorth. And 
when hee touched his eare,hee healed him. Then leſus ſayde 
vnto the hie Prieſts & rulers of the temple, & the Elders which 
were come to him,Ye be come out as vnto a thiefe , w ſwords 
and ſtaues. When I was dayly with you in the temple, ye ſtret- 
ched foorth no hands againſt me: But this is euen your very 
houre. & the power of darkenes, Then rooke they him, and led 
him, & brought himto the hie Prieſts houſe:But Peter folowed 
a farre off And when they had kindled a fire in the middes of 
the palace, and were ſet downe together, Peter alſo ſate downe 
among them. But when one of the wenches behelde him, as hee 
fate by the fire, (& looked vpon him) ſhe ſaid, This ſame fellow 
was alſo with him, And he denied him, ſaying, Woman. I know 
him not. And after a litle while, another ſawe him, & ſaid, Thou 
art alſo of them. And Peter ſaid, Man, I am not. And about the 
ſpace of an houre after,an other affirmed, ſaying, Verih this ſe- 
low was with him alſo, for he is of Galilee. And Peter ſaid, Man, 
1 wote not what thou ſayeſt. And immediatly while hee yet 
ſpake, the Cocke crew. And the Lord turned backe, and looked 
vpon Peter: and Peter iemembted the word of the Lord, howe 
he had faid vnto him, Before the Cocke crow, thou malt denie 
me thriſe. And Petet went out and wept bitterly. And the men 
that tooke leſus, mocked him, & ſmote him. And when they had 
blindſolded him, they ſtrooke him on the face, & asked him, ſay- 
ing, Aree de, who is he that ſmote thee? And many other thinges 
deſpitefully ſayd they againſt him. And aſſoone as it was day, 
the elders of the people, & the hie Pricſts & Scribes came toge- 
ther, & led kim into their counſel, ſaying, Art thou very Chriſt? 
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Tell vs. And he ſayd vnto them, If l tell you, ve wil not beleene 
me: ald if | aske you, you wil not anſwere,nor let me go: Here. 
after ſhal the Sonne of man fit on the right hand of the power 
of God. Then ſayd they all, ait thou then the Sonne of God? He 
ſayd,Ye ſay that I am, And they aid, What neede we any fur. 
ther witnes? For we our ſelues haue heard of his one month, 
9 The Thurſday next lere Eater, 
Toe Fpiitle, 
Tis I warne yon of, and commend not, that ye come not to- 
gether aſter a better mzne*,but after a worſe. For firſt of al, 
when ye come together in the congregation, I heare that there 
is diſſenſion among you, and I partly belecue it. For there muſt 
be ſees among you, that they which are perfect among you 
may be knowen, When ye come together therefore into one 
place, the Lords ſupper can not be eaten, for enery man begin- 
neth afote to eate his one ſupper, & one is hungrie,& another 
is drunken. Hane ye not houſes to eate and drinke in? Deſpiſe ye 
the congregation of God, and ſhame them that haue not?What 
ſhal I ſay vnto you? ſhall I prayſe you? In this Iprayſe you not. 
That which I deliueted yato you, l receiued of the Lord. For 
the Lord leſus, the ſame night in which he was betrayed, rooke 
Dread, and when he had ginen thankes, he brake it, & ſaid, Take 
ye. & eate, this is my body which is broken for you: this doe ye 
in the remembrance of me. After the ſame maner alſo he tooke 
the cup when ſupper was done. ſaying. This cup is the newe Te- 
ſtament in my blood: this doe as often as ye drinke it, in te- 
membrance of me. For as often as ye (hall eate this bread, and 
drinke of this cup, ye ſhall ſhewe the Lords death till he come. 
Wherefore,who ſo euer (hill eate of this bread, and drinke of 
this cup of the Lord vnworthily,ſhalbe guiltie of the body and 
blood of the Lord. Rut let a man examine himſelfe, & ſo let rem 
eate ofthe bread, & drinke of the cup. For he that eateth and 
drinketh vaworthily,cateth and drinketh his owne damnation, 
becauſe he maketh no difference of the Lords body. For this 
cauſe many are weake & ſicke among you, and many ſlee pe: For 
if we had iudged our ſe lues, we ſhould not haue bene iudged. 
But when we are judged of the Lord, we are chaſtened, that we 
ſhould not be damned with the world, Wherſore,my brethren, 
when ye come together to cate, tarrie one for another, If any 
ma hunger, let him eate at home, that ye come not together vn» 
to condemnation. Other things wil I ſet ia order when I come,

T. whole multitude of them aroſe, and led him vnto Pilate, 
And they began to accuſe him, ſaying, We found this fellow 
petuerting the people, and forbidding to pay tribute to Ceſar, 
vy; chat he is Chr iſt a King. Aud Pilate appoſed him, ſaying. 
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tt thou the King of the ewes ? He anſwered him & ſaid, Thon 
eſt it. Then ſay d Pilate to the bie Prieſis, and to the people, 
finde no fault in this man. And they were the more ſierce, ſay- 

ag. Ne moueth the people, teaching throughonut all lurie, and 
gan at Galilee, euen to this place. When Pilate heard men- 
jon of Galilee, he asked whether the man wete of Galile. And 
s ſoone as he knewe that he belonged vnto Herods iutiſdicti- 
n,he ſent him to Herod; which was allo at Hieruſalem at that 
ime. And when Herod ſaw leſus, he was exceeding glad: forhe 
2s deſirous to ſec him of a long ſeaſon, becauſe he had beard 
pany things of him, & he truſted to haue ſeene ſome miracles 
lone by him. Then he queſtioned with him many wordes : but 
de anſwered him nothing. The hie Prieſles and Scribes ſloode 
dorth, and accuſed him ſtraightly. And Herod with his men 
pl warte deſpiſed him. And when he had mocked hum, he arayed 
jim in white clothing, and ſept him againe to Pilate, ' And the 
ameday Pilate and Herode were made friends together :for 
defore they were at variance, And Pilate called together the 
ne Prieſts, and the rulers, and the people, and ſayd vnto them, 
e haue brought this man vnto me, as one that peruerteth the 
zeople, and behold, I examine him before you & finde no ſault 
n this man of thoſe things whereof ye accuſe him, no nor yet 
erod. For I ſent you vnto him & loe, nothing worthie of death 
is done vnto him: I will therefore chaſten him, and let him 
ooſe. For of neceſsitie he muſt haue let one looſe vnto them at 
he ſeaſt. And all the people cryed at once, ſaying, Away with 
jim, and deliver vs Barabbas(which for a certaine inſurrection 
made in the citie, and for a murther, was caſt in priſon.)Pilate 
pake againe vnto them, willing to let leſus looſe, Butthey cry. 
d,faying,Crucifie him,crucifie him. He ſaid vnto them 7 third 
ime, What euil hath he done? I finde no cauſe of death in him: 
I wil therefore chaſten bim,and let him go.And they cried with 
lowde voyces, requiring that he might be crucified. And the - 

oyces of them & of che bis Prieſts preuailed. And Pilate gaue 

ſentẽce, that it ſhuld be as they required. And he let looſe vnto 
hem him, that for inſurre&ion & murther was caſt into priſon, 
hom they had deficed. And hedelinered to them leſus, to doe 
with him what they would, And as they led him away, they 
caught one Simon of Cyrene coming out of the field, & on him 
aid they the etoſſe, that he might beate it after Ie ſus. And there 
ſolowed him a great company of people, & of women, which be- 
wailed & lamented him ut Teſus turned backe vnto them, and 
aid, Ve daughters of Hieruſalem, weepe not for me, but weepe 
for your ſelues,& for your children. For beholde,the dayes will 
come, in the which they ſhall Cay, Happy are the barren,and the 
wombes that ueuer bate, & the pappes which neuer gane ſuck. 
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Then ſhall they begin to ſay to the meuntaines, Fall on vs: and 
to the hilles, Couer vs. For if they doe this in a greene tree, 
what ſhall be done in the drie? And there were two euill doers 
led with him to be (laine. And after that they were come to the 
place(which is called Caluarie) there they crucified him, and 
the euill doers,one on the tight hand, & the other on the left. 
Then ſayd Ieſus, Father, forgiue them, for they wote not what 
they doe. And they parted his raiment, and caſt lottes: and the 
people ſtood and behelde, & the rulers mocked him with them, 
2 ſaued other men, let him ſaue himſelfe, if he be ve 
Chriſt the choſen of God, The ſouldiets alſo mocked * 
came & offred him vineger, and ſaid, If thou be the King of the 
Iewes, ſaue thy ſelfe. And a ſaperſcription was written ouet 
him with letters of Greeke, and Latin, & Hebrue, hu is the King 
of the Tewes. And one of the evil doers which were hanged, tai 
led on him,ſaying,lf thou be Chriſt, ſaue thy ſelfe & vs. But the 
other anſwered, & rebuked him,ſaying, Feareſt thou not God, 
ſeeing thou art in the ſame damnation? We are righteouſly pu- 
niſhed,for we receiue according to out deedes : but this man 
hath done nothing amiſſe. And he ſayd vnto Teſus, Lord, remem. 
ber me when thou commeſt into thy kingdome. And le ſus ſayd 
vnto bim,Verely I ſay vato thee, to day ſhalt thou be with we in 
Paradiſe. And it was about the ſixt houre & there was a darke- 
nes ouer all the earth,vntill the ninth houre, & the Sunne was 
darkened,andthe vaile of the Temple did tent, euen through 
the middeſt. And when ſeſus had cried with a lowde vo i 
ſayd, Father, into thy hands I commend my ſpirit. And when he 
thus had ſaid,he gaue vp the ghoſt. When the Centurion ſawe 
what had happened, he glorified God, ſaying Verely,this was 2 
righteous man. And all the people that came together to that 
ſight, and ſawe the thinges which had happened, ſmote their 
breaſts,and returned. And all his acquaintance, and the women 
that followed him from Galilee, ſtoode a farre off, beholding 
the ſe things. And beholde , there was a man named loſeph,a 
counſeller,and he was a good man, and a iuſt: the ſame had not 
conſented to the counſell and deede of them, which was of A- 
rimathea, à citie of the lewes, which ſame alſo wayted for the 
kingdome of God : he went vnto Pilate, and begged the body 
of leſus,and tooke it downe, and wrapped it iu a linnencloth, 
and layd it in a ſepulchre that was hewen in ſtone,wherein ne. 
ner wan before had bene layd. And that day was the preparing 
of the Sabboth,and the Sabboth drew on. The women that fol. 
lowed after, which had come with him from Galilee, behelde 
the ſepulchre,and how his body was layd. And tbey returned, 
aud prepared ſweete odours,and ointments : but reſted on the 
Sabboth day, according to the commandement. * 
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Lmighty God, we beſeeche thee gratiouſly to beholde this 
thy — for the which our Lorde leſus Chriſt was con- 
tented to be berraied, and giuen vp into the handes of wicked 
men, and to ſuffer death vpon the croſſe, who liueth & reigneth 
with thee and the holy Ghoſt, now and euer. Amen. 
Almighty and everlaſting God, by whoſe ſpirit the whole 
body of the Church is gouerned and ſanctified, receiue our 
lications and praters, which wee offer before thee for all 
eſtates of men in thy holy congregation, that every member of 
the ſame in his vocation and miniſterie may truely and god- 
ly ſerue thee,through our Lord leſus Chriſt. 
ME<ifull God, who baſt made all men, and hateſt nothing 
that thou haſt made, nor wouldeſt the death of a ſinner, 
bat rather that hee ſhould be connerted, and liue: haue mercie 
n al lewes, Turkes, lnfidels, and Heretiques,and take from 
em all ignorance, hardneſſe of heart, and contempt of thy 
worde:and ſo fetch them home, bleſſed Lotd,to thy flocke, that 
they may be ſaued among the remnant of the true Iſraelites, & 
be made one fold vnder one ſhepheard, leſus Chriſt our Lord, 
who liueth and reigneth,&c. 


The Epiſtle. 
T* law (which hath but a ſhadowe of good things to come, 


and not the very faſhion of thinges themſelues) can neuer 
with thoſe ſacrifices which they offer yeete by yeere continu- 
Ally, make the commers thereunto perfect. For would not then 
-thoſe ſacrifices haue ceaſſed to haue bene offered, becauſe that 
the offerers once purged, ſhould haue had no more conſcience 
of ſinnes ? Neuertheleſſe, in thoſe ſacrifices is there mention 
made of ſinnes euery ycere, For the blood of oxen and goates 
can not take away ſinnes. Wherefore, when he commeth into 
the world, he ſayeth, Sacrifice and offering thou wouldeſt not 
haue, but a body haſt thou ordeined me. Rurnt offeringes alſo 
for ſinne haſt thou not allowed, Then ſaide I, Loe, I am here.In 
the beginning ofthe booke it is written of mee, that 1 ſhoulde 
doe thy will, O God. Aboue,when he ſayeth,Sacrifice and offe- 
ring. and burnt ſacrifices,and ſinne offerings thou woulde rot 
haue, neither haſt thou allowed them (which yet are oſſced by 
the law:) then ſaid he, Loe, l am here fo doe thy will, O God: he 
taketh away the firſt,to eſtabliſh the latter. ;y y which wilwe 
are made holy, euẽ by the offring of y body of leſu Chriſt once 
for all. And every Prieſt is ready daily miniſtring, and offting 
oftentimes one maner of oblation, which cau nener take away 
ſinnes. Rut this man ,after hee hath offered one ſacrifice for 
finnes,is ſer downe for euet on the right hand of God, and from 
benceforth

benceforth tarieth till his foes bee made his footeſtoole. Fo 
with one offering bath he made perfect ſor ener them tha; are 
ſanaified, The holy Ghoſt himſelſe alſo beareth vs recorde,e. 
nen when he told before, This is the teſtament that 1 wil make 
vnto them: After thoſe dayes (ſayeth the Lorde) l will put my 
lawes in their bearts, and in their mindes will I write them, 
aud their ſinnes and iniquities will Iremember no more. And 
where remiſsion oftheſe things is, there is no more offring for 
ſinnes. Seeing therefore brethren, that by the meanes of the 
blood of leſu, we haue libertie to enter into the holy place, b 
the new and liuing way,which he bath prepared fox vs throug 
the vaile(that is to ſay)by his fleſh : & ſeeing alſo that we haue 
an high Prieſt, which is ruler ouer the houſe of God, let vs 
drawenigh with a trueheartin a ſure faith, ſprinkled in out 
hearts from an euil conſcience, and waſhed in our bodies with 
pure water. Let vs keepe the profeſsion of our hope without 
wauering (for hee is faithfull that promiſed) and let vs conſi · 
der one another, to the intent that we may prouoke vnto loue, 
and to good workes, not forſaking the felowſhip that we haue 
among our ſelues, as the maner of ſome is: but let vs exhort 
one another,and that ſo much the more,becauſe ye ſee that the 
day draweth nigh,

Wen Teſus had ſpoken theſe wordes, hee went foorth with 

his diſciples over the brooke Cedron, where was a gar» 
den, into the which he then entred with his diſciples, Iudas al- 
ſo which betrayed him,knewe the place, for leſus ofttimes re- 
ſorted thitker with his diſciples. Iudas then (after hee had te- 
ceiued a bande of men, and miniſters of the high Prieſtes and 
Phgriſes)came thither with lanterns, and fire brandes, & wea- 
pons. And leſus knowing all things that ſhould come on him, 
went forth, and ſaide vntò them, Whome ſeeke yee ? They an- 
ſwered h im, leſus of Nazareth. leſus ſay d vnto them, am bee, 
Iudas alſo which betraied bim ſtoode with them. As ſoone 
then as he had aide vnto them, I am he, they went backwarde, 
and fell to the grounde. Then asked he them againe, Whome 
ſeeke yee?They ſaide, leſus of Nazateth. leſus anſwered, I haue 
toile you that I am he : if yee ſeeke mee there fore. let theſe goe 
their way, that the ſaying might be fulfilled which hee ſpake, 
Oſ them which thou gaueſt me, haue I not loſt one. Then Simon 
Peter hauing a ſworde, drewe it, and ſmote the high Prieſtes 
ſeruaunt, and cut off his right eare. The ſeruaunts name was 
Malchus. Therefore ſayeth leſus vato Peter, Put vp thy ſworde 
into the ſheath: ſhall I not drinke of the cuppe which my fa- 
ther hath giuen mee? Then the companie, and the captaine,

led him away to Annas firſt, for hee was father in lawe to 
iaphas,which was the high Pricſt the ſame yeere. Caiaphas 
$ hee that gaue counſel] to the le wes, that it was expedient 
one man ſhould die for the people. And Simon Peter ſol- 
dleſus, and fo did another diſciple: that diſciple was 
nowen to the high Prieſt, and went in with leſus vnto the 
ce of the high Prieſt, But Peter ſtoode at the doote withe 
Then went out that other diſciple(which was knowen to 
bigh Prieſt) and ſpake to the damoſel that kept the doote, 
| brought in Peter, Then ſayde the damoſell that kept the 
dort, vnto Peter, Art not chou alſo one of this mans diſciples? 
ee ſayde,l am not. The ſeruauntes ind miniſte:s Zoode there, 
nich had made a fire of coales , for it was colde, and they 
med themſciues, Peter alſo ſtoode zmong them, and war- 
d him ſelfe. The high Prieſte then ask: d le ſus of bis diſci- 
and of his dottrine. leſus anſwered him, l ſpake 5penly in 
warlde,l ener taught inthe Sy na goꝑue, and in the Lemple, 
ther all che lee s haue teſorte-/ . and in lecrete haue 1 ſaide 
ting. Why as keſt thou mee? aske chem which heard mee, 
hat1 iayde vato them: Beholde, they can tell what I ſayde. 
nen hee had thus ſpoken, one of the miniſters which ſtoode 
j (mote leſus on the face, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou the bigh 
eſt ſo? Teſus anſwered him, If 1 hane enill ſpoken,beare wits 
ſe of the euill: but if 1 haue well ſpoken, why ſmiteſt thou 
and Annas ſent him bound vnto Caiaphas the high Prieſt, 
imon Peter ſtood and warmed himſelfe. Then ſayde they vn- 
him, Art not thou alſo one of his diſciples? he denie41 it, and 
ide. I am not. One of the ſeruams of the high Prieſteschis cou · 
awhoſe eare peter ſmote off) ſayde vnto him, Did not I ſee 
hee in the garden with him? Peter therefore denied againe,& 
nmediatly the cocke crewe. Then led they le ſus from Caia- 
has into the hall of iudgement: ĩt was in the morning. & they 
jenſelues went not into the iudgemẽt hal,leſt they ſhould be 
fled,but that they might eat the Paſſeouer.Filate then went 
ntto them, and ſayd, What accuſation bring you againſt this 
an? They anſwered and ſayde vnto him, Ii he were not an enil 
der, we would not haue deliuered him voto thee, Then ſayde 
late vnto them, Take yee him, and iudge him after your one 
we.

For this cauſe was I bo 
and for this cauſe came 1 intothe worlde, that I ſhoulde beat 
witneſſe vnto the trueth : And all that are ofthe truth hear 
my voyce. Pilate ſaide vnto him, What thing is trueth ? And 
when he had ſaide this, he went out againe vnto the lewes, an 
ſayeth vnto them, I finde in him no cauſe at all. Yee haue ac 
Rome that I ſhoulde deliver you one looſe at Eaſter : will ye 
that Ilooſe vnto you the King of the Iewes? Then cried th 
all againe,ſaying,Not him, but Barabbas : The ſame Barabb: 
was a murtherer,Then Pilate tooke leſus therefore,and ſcou 
ged him: and the ſouldiers wounde a crowne of thornes, ar 
put it on his head. And they did on him a purple garment; 
came vnto bim, and ſaide, Hayle King of the lewes : and t 
ſmote him on the face. Pilate went forth againe, and ſaide 
to them, Beholde, I bring him forth to you,that ye may kno 
that I finde no fault in him. Then came leſus forth, wearing 
crowne of thorne, and a robe of purple. Aud hee ſayeth vr 
them, Beholde the man. When the high Prieſtes therefore ar 
the miniſters ſawe him, they cried, Crucifie him,crucikie hit 
Pilate ſayeth vnto them, Take yee him, and cruciſie Eim, for 
finde no cauſe in him.

of Iſrael preaching peace by leſus Chriſt, which is Lord ouet 
al things: which preaching was publiſhed throughout al lurie 
(and began in Galilee, afterthe baptiſme which lohn prez 
ched) howe God anointed Teſus of Nazareth with the holy 
Ghoſt, and with power, Which leſus went about doing good, 
and healing all that were oppreſſed ofthe deuill: for God was 
with bim.

For Chriſt alſo ſuffred for vs. leaving vs an example, that 
ye hould followe his ſteppes, which did no ſinne, neither was 
there guile found in his mouth. Which when he was reuile d, te. 
uiled not againe : when he ſuffred,he threatned not, but cõmit- 
ted the vengeance to him that iudgeth righteouſly, Which his 
owne ſelſe bare our ſinnes in his — on the tree, that we be · 
ing deleted from ſinne, ſhould live vnto righteouſneſſe, by 
whoſe ſtripes ye were healed.

(Cum to vs Lord, we beſeech thee, the ſpirit to thinke and 
doe alwayes ſuch things as be rightfull, that we which can 
not be without thee, may by thee be able to liue according to 
thy will, through leſus Chriſt our Lord, 
The t piſile. 
Rethren, I would not that ye ſhould be ignorant, howe that 2. cer. t e. 
our fathers were all vnder the cloude, & all paſſed through 
the ſea, & were al baptized vnder Moſes inthe cloud, & in the 
ſea,and did all eate of one ſpirituall meate, and did all drinke 
of one ſpiritnall drinke: and they dravke of the ſpiritual roche 
that followed them, which rocke was Chriſt, But in many of 
them had God no delight: for they were ouerthrowen in the 
wildernes. Theſe are examples to vs, that we ſhonld not luſt 
aſter euill thinges, as they laſted : and that ye ſhould not be 
worſhippers of images, as were ſome of them, according as it 
is written : The people ſate downe to cate and drinke, & roſe 
yp to play. Neither let vs be defiled with fornication, as ſome 
of them were defiled withfornication, and fel in one day three 
and ewentic thouſand Neither let vs tempt Chriſt, as ſome of 
them tempted, and weredeſtroyed of ſerpents. Neither mur - 
mare ye, as ſome of them murmured,& were deſtroyed of the 
deſtroyer. All theſe things happened voto them for enſamples: 
but are witten to put vs in remembrance,whome the endes of 
the worlde are come vpon. Wherefore, let him that thinketh 
he ſtandeth, take heede leſt he fall. There hath none other ten- 
tation taken you, but ſuch as followeth the nature of man. But 
God is faithful,which ſhal not ſuffer you to be tempted aboue 
your ſtrength, but ſhall in the midſt of temptation make a way, 
tbe ye may be able to beare it.

And Ananias went his way, & 
entred into the houſe, and put his hands on him, & ſaid, Brother 
Saul, the Lorde that appeared vnto thee in the way as thou ca- 
meſt, hath ſent me, that thou mighteſt receiue thy ſight, and be 
filled with the holy Ghoſt, And immediatly there fell from his 
eyes, as it had bene ſcales, & he receiued ſight, & aroſe,and was 
baptized, & receiued meate,and was comforted. Then was Saul 
certaine dayes with the diſciples which were at Damaſco : and 
ſtraight way he preached Chriſt in the 8 that he 
was the Sone of God. Bur all that beard him, were amazed, and 
faid.[s not this he that ſpoiled them which called on this name 
in Hieruſalem, and came hither for that intent, that he might 
bring them bounde vnto the high Prieſles ? But Saul increaſed 
the more in ſtrength, and confounded the Iewes which dwelt

ſpecial name we beſeech thee for the Churches of France,Flan- 
ers, and of ſuch other places: helpe them after their long trov- 
bles, as thou ſhalt ſee to be beſt for them, in the aduauncing of 
thine owne glorie, And nowe (Lord) particularly we pray vato 
thee for the Churches of England and Ireland, that thou _ 
coutin

continue 77 — fauour ſtill towardes them, to mainteing 
thy Goſpel ſtill amongſt vs, and to giue it a free paſſage, And to 
that end ſaue thy ſeruant Elizabeth our Queene, graũt her wiſ- 
dome to rule this mightie people, long life & — rounde 
about ber, dete c al jo traiterous practiſes of her enemies, de- 
uiſed againſt her, and thy trueth.O Lord, thou ſeeſt the 7 of 
thine enemies: and though by our ſinnes we haue juſtly deſer- 
ned to fall into then handes, yet haue metcie vpon vs and ſaue 
thy litle flocke.

Strengthen her hand, and giue her a ſwift foote to hunt ont the 
bulles of Baſan,and thedenouring beaſts that make hauocke of 
thy flocke. And becauſe this worke is of great importance; aſſiſt

& knit vnto vs in any league of familiaritie or af finitie,that we 
may reioyce in the beſt bond, and only in this, that we are made 
artakers of one inheritance. Be mecciſull vnto thy people of 
gland which confefſe thy Name, and make vs not a byword 
among the heath, as our ſinnes haue deſerued. Turne away thy 
wrath which thy terrible tokens doe threaten towarde vs, and 
turne vs vnto thy ſelf, remoue vs not out cf thy prelence,but let 
thy fatherly warnings mooue vs to repentance, And thus (good 
Lord) commending our ſeuerall neceſsities vato thee, who beſt 
knoweſt both what we want, and what is meete for vs, Wgiuing 
thee humble & heartie thanks for all thy wercies and benefits:
